Although, it is very good that the white GIs, Finch and Mingo 
become quite sensitive and direct in challenging the vicious chau- 
vinism of T.J., the fact that Moss, the Negro says nothing, gives his 
buddies struggles certain patronizing overtones. With only one 
exception, throughout the entire film Private Moss is not allowed 
to react in any positive manner to all of the chauvinist barrages 
leveled at him. The only time that Moss is allowed to act in any 
way natural, with the cynicism that many Negroes have for the 
ideology of white chauvinism, is when he is asked to eat, and he 
retorts; “. ... you haven't got any watermelon.” 


I SPENT 3S MONTHS in a Jimcrow army unit with Negro 
soldiers from all over the country. In those 33 months I think I 
got a fairly accurate cross-section of Negro GI thinking and reac- 
tions (my own included) to various situations, namely white-chau- 
vinist officers and non-coms. I must-state, with all the forcefulness 
I can muster, that not one of the men I knew reacted to white 
chauvinism in the manner of Private Moss. I knew none who re- 


did in too many of the scenes of Home of the Brave. The very 
nature of the outfit I was in, an all-Negro unit completely officered 
by whites, forced even the few uncle-Toms to “hit back” some time.
